BATTLE TO SAVE BURIED MINER 

Remarkable Efforts to Reach En= 
tombed Han Seem in Vain 



One of the most remarkable iiudexciliag 
efforts on record to save thu life of one man 
is likely to provo'a failure, When the 
rescuing party, which is digging its wny 
laboriously, readies Hie spot where A. H. 
Hicks, the fiitobmed miner, nt Bnkersficld, 
Cat*, is lying it is feared only a corpse will 
1)0 found. (Jr. if the man be still alive, it 
seems likely lie wiM have become n maniac. 

Hicks is losing courage, and at times is 
overcome by terror and dispuir, the watch- 
ers ut Hie half-inch iron tube which con- 
nects him with the outer world report. 

Excitement is so great Hint almost nil 
work is suspended in the vicinity. Thous- 
ands of persons stand most of Hie day near 
Hie spot whore the rescuers are nt work. 
Workmen have deserted their luaks, women 
their household duties and school children 
their clashes to get the latest news, 

Songs from the phonograph, stories and 
the news of the day were Kent through the 
tube all duy long, but I licks could not en- 
joy them. Miners shouted down jokt;s nnd 
laughed uproariously, but the prisoner 
groaned or cried out in terror, 

Laic Tuesday afternoon it was estimated 
that the rescuers had about ejghtfeet to go 
before the entombed minor could be reach- 
ed. Thia eight is tit most entirely through 
solid rock, and great enro has lo be taken 
to prevent the cntira mqs* of earth and 
slonu from falling and crushing the buried 
ninu and Hie rescuing party. 

Tho accident in which Hicks wua buried 
alive and live of his comrades were killed 
occurred nt the huge shnft of the Edtpon 
company's power plant in Kern HiverCun-

Scientific Proof That Animals Do Not 
Commit Suicide. ^ 

-The supposed suicide of animals 
raises a subtle problem, and to .deny 
It 1b to fly In tho face' of deep-rooted 
popular heller. It is Just as- much 
a natural history myth, however, ns 
tho hoard-headed belle! In .the adder 
Rwallowlng Us young In time of peril, 
tho tond living In n stone nodule for 
thousands of years, or tho germinat- 
ing powers' of. mummy wheat. The 
meat nnlclent felo de so verdict of the 
myth mongers relates to the habit of 
ficorpions digging their stings Into 
tholr heads when unable to escape. 

Experiments have proved tho fal- 
lacy of tho scorpion's suicide, notably 
thoBo carried out some yonrs ago by 
Dr. B. Ray Lankastor, director of tho 
natural history department of tho Brit- 
ish Museum, and Prof. Bourne' of 
Madras. Scorpions were confined In 
an extremely hot place from which ea- 
capo way Impossible, and their frantic 
.gymnastics were carofully Btudled 
with Bereno and philosophic-' com- 
placency. As In tho case of -the" tor- 
tured rattlosnako Idling Its own body, 
the action or . tho scorpion in an" ap- 
parent attempt to put an end to Its

Savlnn LIqMb In Stornoway. 
On a sunken reef 350 feet distant 
from Stornowny lighthouse, Scotland, 
Is a remnrkablo beacon which warns 
mariners with the' help of a light 
which. i's only apparent. Tho beacon 
Is a coho of cast Iron plates, sur- 
mounted with a lantern containing a 
glass prism, Tho prism derives its 
light from refracting tho rays omitted 
from the lighthouse, and the optical 
delusion la marvelous. Mariners nat- 
urally suppose that the ro Is a lighted 
lamp on the beacon ttsolt and many 
of them will not bollovo otherwise. 
Rut the object of Hie beacon Is at- 
tained when tho navigator sees tho re- 
flected light, which indicates tho peril- 
ous rook below. This be&con in thu 
north- of Scotland has boon In use 
more than half a century, and since 
It' was fixed In position, others havo 
boon plncod In other neighborhoods to 
mnko ; clear points of. danger. It is ah 
lngpnlous and very effective safeguard 
against perils of tho coast.

BOILED WINE TASTED GOOD. 



Champagne Heated 
cIsco Fire Has 



In the San Fran- 
Fine Flavor. 



At tho timo of the San Francisco 
lire 100,000 quart bottloB of choice Cal- 
ifornia champagne boiled for over 48 
hours in 1,000,000 gallons of sherry. 
Tho result was tho production or 10,- 
000 quarts of chnmpugno of rare flavor 
at a cost, howovcr, uevor be rare ex- 
pended on a like quantity. 

Tho sherry waa contained in SO.OOO- 
gallon casks oa tho upper floors of 
tho building of tho California Wlno 
association. Tho flro destroyed tho 
casks ond the flood of, sherry poured 
Into tho collars, whore wero stored 
tbo 100,000 bottles or wlno. Tlm 
fury of tlio flames soon, heated tho 
sherry to boiling point, nnd the boil- 
ing continued for two days and nights. 
When cooled tho sherry was found to 
be filled with extraneous matter nnd 
worthless, so it was pumped out into 
the streets. Then It was found that 
10,000 -of tho bottles of chnmpngno 
wore . unbroken, and that tho unpar- 
alleled -procosB had Imparted to tho 
>lno rare flnvor. Wlno experts are 
now testing' out tho "boiling process" 
and tho result may bo a revolution of 
the methods of this industry.

Al- 
ways begin and end your meals with 
thanksgiving to Allnh. Always eat 
with your right hand, and swallow, be- 
fore aad hfter food, a Uttle Bait It' 
shows good upbringing and Is pleas- 
ing to Allah ever to put Into the 
mouth only small morsels nnd never 
to make any observations upon the 
defective qualities of dishes. Never 
cut broad with a knife, but, na tho 
prophet did, break It Nover choose 
tho fruit offered, but take any an 
hasard.

The World's Volcanic Belts, 
There are two great belts on tho 
earth in which either volcanoes aro ac- 
tive or mountains are growing or in 
which the two phenomena aro .associ- 
ated. Theso two belts follow great 
circles. One of Uicio passes through 
the West Indies, the Mediterranean, 
sea,- tho Caucasus and Himalaya moun- 
tains, and is called by Do Montbssus 
tho "Mediterranean" or "Alplnc-Cau- 
casus-Himalnyan" belt, Iu this bolt 
63 per cent, of all recorded ' oavtU- 
qunkes havo occurred, The second 
belt nearly encircles the Pacific) fol- 
lowing tho Andes, the mountains of 
western North America, the Aloutlhn 
Islands, Japan and tho Philippines. 
This Do MontcsBUs calls tbo "clrcum- 
Paolflc" or, "Anfles-JnuaneBo-Mnlayah" 
bolt. In this holt hnvo occurred 41 per 
cent of all recorded earthquakes. • In. 
all the rest of the world the -recorded 
earthquakes equal only six per cent 
of tho total number.— Leslie's Weekly.

In the suburb of Illdgcdnle, Tcnn., 
Thomas W. Raul stun wan run over nnd 
killed by street car No. ,'122. The car 
figured In several accidents ns No. 80 
nnd the number wan changed. Ilnulstnn, 
who wa« <l«*a( ntnl dumb, left n wife nnd 
three children, all of whom, are deaf 
tauten. 

A ftro which destroyed the planing mill 
of the Chicago and Alton simps in Bloom- 
ington. 111,, involved a loss of $130,001). 
A high wind wan blowing nnd the Ore 
department had hard work to prevent 
other building* from being destroyed. Tho 
planing mill is located In the center of 
the shop plnnt nnd the inflammable con- 
tents burned fiercely. 

Tho Arkansas Supremo Court sustain- 
ed the sentence of State Senator P. 0. 
Butt of Eureka Springs; convicted of 
bribery in tbo last Legislature, nnd sen- 
tenced him to the penitentiary for two 
years. Butt was convicted of giving nv 
othcr Senator $100 to vote for the State 
cnpltol appropriation bill. Several oilier 
Senators nre awaiting trial on similar 
charges. 

The case of Albert T. Patrick, con- 
Tided of tho murder of William Marsh 
nice nnd now under sentence oE death, 
against the Stnte ot New York. wn» dis- 
missed in the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States on motion of Ids counsel, ex- 
Senator Llndsey. It is understood tent 
the court took this nction In order to 
clear the- way for Oov. Higgins of Now 
York to commute Patrick's sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

A double tragedy was disclosed la 
Boston when the body of Margery Clerk, 
40 years old, was found lit a' bed In* a 
lodging ho use with n revolver clutched 
in her hand, a bullet hole behind her 
right ear, while beside her lay a man 
known by the name of Atwood, said to 
have been her husbnnd, dying from a 
—bullet wound In the forehead. Medical 
Examiner MncDonnld said thnt the 
woman shot Atwood and then turned the 
weapon on herself. 

Mrs. Martha Hurt, claiming to bo 305 
years of age, applied through her attor- 
ney In Snlinn, Kan., for divorce from 
John Hurt, her third husband. Mrs. Ilurt 
claims that her husband left her (n 18DS, 
after she hnd "kicked him out" of tho 
liouse. She asks for nn absolute divorce 
nnd that the name of her second husband 
be restored, nnd thnt she be given title. 
ia nil her property. Mrs. Hurt was bo 
feeble that she could not climb the stairs 
leading to the office of tho District Conrt, 
nnd the clerk went downstairs to swear 
her. 

0. N. Moorov a government postal In- 
spector, whose home is in Chicago, was 
seriously wounded by T. G. Cox, a pris- 
oner in the county Jail In Pubunue, lown, 
from whom Moore was attempting to get 
information regarding an Infraction of 
the postnl laws. Moore was left In the 
prisoner's cell by Jailer Norton, who 
soon after heard a sculfie and cries. of 
pain. Rushing to the cell, Jailer Norton 
found Moore on the floor, the prisoner 
bonding over him and slashing his face 
with a knife. The jailor disarmed Cox. 
Monro Is suffering from n, dozen wounds 
In tho forehead, face and chin. One cut 
extends well down toward the jugular 
. vein. Moore should recover In n few 
' weeks, though he Js likely to bo disfig- 
ured. 



HUNTING SEASON'S DEAD. 

Iteearrt Shown Nrvcid ■•-four rcmona 
Were Killed II it rl tiff Vriir. ' 

Seventy-four deaths mid seventy per- 
sons Injured, nome of them .so Hfirlously 
that death may result, In tho record of 
fn In II ties Tor the hunting season through- 
out the country, Northern Michigan and 
Wisconsin went abend of (ho record for 
Inst year in deaths, twenty-eight being 
reported this season, ngnlost twenty-six 
for tho previous one. but in tho uuiuber 
of persons Injured this year's record falls 
far below that of the previous one, hav- 
ing only twenty serious accidents which 
did not result in death, Tho larger .part 
of tho deaths were tho result of acci- 
dental discharges of shotguns, many of 
tliein occurring while tho owners wore 
cleaning the weapons. In many of theso 
cases tltJ victims were children. Many 
of the dentils were thoso of hoys who 
were bunting, and tho mistaken for deer 
reason accouutcd for a largo number of 
others. 

Michigan leads tho list In tho number 
of dead nnd injured, with WlBConsin a 
clcso second, the former having fifteen 
deaths and the latter thirteen, Illinois 
bad a total \>f eight deaths, three of tha 
victims being Chlcngonnrt, but there was 
not a large number of persons injured.

Tho Department of Agriculture finds, 
from tho reports of lis correspondents 
nnd ngents. In conjunction with informa- 
tion derived from other sources, that tho 
estimate made lust December of the nrca 
sown to winter whent In 11)03 should 
have Indicated 3 1. II 12,000 ncres instead 
of 31,341,000 acres; also thnt last De- 
cember's estimate of tho area sown to 
winter ryo In 1(103 should have indicated 
2,100',000 acres instead of 1,129,000 ncres. 
The corrected figures nre used as bases 
in computing the nrea sown to each crop 
this fall. 

The newly seeded area of winter wheat 
is estimated as 1,1 per cent greater than 
the area sown In the fall of 1D03, equiv- 
alent to rtn Increase of 33,1,000 ncres nnd 
a t'otnl acreage of 31,0(15,000. The con- 
dition of winter wheat on Dec. 1 was 
IM.l, as compared with 04.1 on "Dec. 1, 
1003, S2.0 at the corresponding date' in 
10O1 and a nine-year nvernge of 92,0,

ncrcngo sown to winter whent this fall, 
the average condition on Dec. 1 nnd the 
mean of tho December averages for nine 
years :

Vnlntr «>t French Cluirelte*. 

Dnder tho new French law, which is 
the cause of tho war between tho state 
and the Vatican, church property valued 
at $200,000,000 has been confiscated. For 
any other but religious uses, however, It 
h:is much less "value. Recently on aban- 
doned church which cost $20,000 was sold 
for $250, or the value of the material 
after the cost ot demolition. 

Many French Catholics feel that. they 
are simply being robbed ot their prop- 
erty, but state and church have been 
united for ages in that country nnd the 
titles to the real estate and buildings 
are by no means perfectly clear. Some 
of the land wns originally set aside by tha 
state and Borne of the churches were In 
part built by money raised by taxes, 
la different centuries the question of 
ownership, has been disputed. 

During the. revolution 1 of 1780 every 
scrap of church property was taken by 
the stnte and tho entire priesthood driven 
out ot the country. In ISO 1 Napoleon 
made a new concordat, by which ho did 
not restore title to the property, but 
gave nn allowance of $8,000,000 a year to 
the church and, permit ted It to, use 
churches, rectories and other buildings, 
The republican motto, "Liberty, equality 
and fraternity," which tho revolutionists 
put over the churches In token of own-, 
ershlp, was never taken down and to- 
day still asserts the supremacy of the 
state. 

When the new law for tho sens ration 
of church and stato was passed It was 
believed that title to all property should 
lie within the state, but that the churches 
could still be used for religious purpose*, 
if "lay associations" or vestries bo organ- 
ized to manage the properties. This plan 
had to he abandoned when the Pope or- 
dered the French hierarchy not to agree 
to tho formntlon of "lay associations." 
They hare obeyed Implicitly and so the 
national church of France of to-day has 
no organized body which the state recog- 
nizes. The French nmhnssador to the 
Vatican was withdrawn some tlmo ago.

T wish to pay a tribute to the amount 
of work done by the French Cnnal Com* 
pjny under very til 11 leu It circumstances, 
Many of the. buildings they jnit up were 
excellent nnd nro still In use, thoiiRh, 
nfttn rally, the- bouses nro now getting out 
of repair and are being wed ns dwelling*

Just at present. the health showing on 
the Isthmus Is remarkably good— so much 
better than In most sections of the Unit- 
ed States that I do not believe that It 
tan possibly continue at tuiite Its present 
average. There has been for the past six 
months a well-nigh steady decline In the 
death rato for the population of the Zone, 
this being largely due to the decrease in 
dcatha from pneumonia, which hns been 
tho most fatal disease on the Isthmus. In 
October there were ninety-nine dentlis of 
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progress thnt has been made. nH regards 
the (tnnitntion of the Zoue, Colon and 
I'nimihn.' tho enriug for and housing of 
tho employes, nnd the actual digging of 
the cannl. The Zone Is a narrow strip 
of land, and It can bo Inspected much ns. 
ono can Inspect fifty or sixty miles of 
a great* railroad, nt tho point where it 
runs through monutnlna or overcomes 
other natural obHtnetc*. 

I chose the month of Xovcmber for my 
visit partly because It'lB the rainiest 
month of the year, the month in which 
tho work goes forward nt tho greatest 
disadvantage, and one of the two month* 
which tho medical department of the.

Next In Importance to the. problem of san- 
itation, and Indeed now of equal Importance, 
la .the problem of securing ami caring for 
tbo mechanics, laborers, and other employos 
who actually do tho, work on the. canal and 
the railroad.' This great task- has been un- 
der tho control :of. Jackson- Smith, and on 
the whole: has beeir well done. • At present 
there are some •0,000 whlto 'employes'- and 
some 10.000. color^temnloye* un tlio' Isth- 
mus. I ' went eVer "We- different places 
whore thO'dlfforcntklndsof cmployesworD 
working; I think I bow representatives of 
every typo both at their work and In 'their 
homes; and. I conversed 'with probably a 
couplo ot hundred of thorn all .told, cbooalng 
thorn' at random from every class nnd In- 
cluding those who canto especially to pre- 
sent certain grievances;

Staes, No man can 
sea, these loung, --.vigorous men energetically 



nreriij-c a high class.' Doubtless to Congress 
the wages paid them will soein high, but ns 
n punter of fact the.nnly gcnnral complaint 
which I found hnd any renl basis among tho 
complaint* made to me upon ths Isthmus 
wns that, owlnR to the peculiar surround- 
ings, l he cost of living, mid the distance 
from home, the wages wern rrnlly not ns 
high as they should be. In fact, n 1 most 
every man i spoke to felt that he ought to 
be recelrlmr more money— a view, however, 
which tho itVerngc man who slays at homo 
In the United States probnbly llkowlse holds 
as regards himself. 

Tho while Americans aro employed, some 
of thrm In oftlco work, but tho majority In 
handling the great stenm shovels, ns engi- 
neers and conductors on the dirt trains, as 
mncblnlits In the great repair shops, ns car- 
penters nnd timekeepers, superintendents, 
and foremen of divisions nnd of gangs, nnd 
so on and *o on. Many of them hnvo 
brought down thelf wives and families; and 
the children when not In school are running 
about and Iwhavlng precisely as tho Amer- 
ican small boy nnd small girl behave nt 
home. The bachelors atnoiu* tho employes 
live, sometimes In small sepnrato houses, 
sometimes In large houses ; quarters being, 
furnish nd free to nil tbo men, married nnd 
unmarried, Tho housewives, mtrchastt their 
supplies directly, or through their husbands, 
from* the commissary stores of the commis- 
sion, All ito whom I spoke agreed thnt tho 
supplies were excellent, ami nil but two 
stated thnt there wns no complaint to- he 
mndo; Ihcse two complained thnt tbe prices 
were excessive as compared to tho prices la 
the Bin let, 

I enroo to tho conclusion thnt, .speaking; 
generally, there Was no warrant for com- 
plaint about tho food. 

. The l,nltor Question. 
Of the nineteen or twenty thousand day 
laborers employed- on tbo ennnl, a few hun- 
dred nre Spaniards. These do excellent 
work. Their foremen told me that they 
did twice- ns well ns tho West India labor- 
ers. They keep lira I thy nnd no dlfllculty is 
experienced with them In any way. Hamo 
Itnllnn laborers are nlso employed In con- 
nection with the drlltlntr. As might be cx- 
pected, with InlMir ns high priced ns 'tit 
present In the United Stujcs. it has not so 
far proved practicable to pet nay ordlnvty 
laborer* from the United Stntes. I bo 
American wngo-workers on tho Isthmjs 
are tho highly paid skilled mechanic* of the 
types mentioned previously. A steady et- 
fort Is bclntr mnde to secure Italians, nnd 
especially to procure more 8 pSnlnrds. be- 
cause ot.the very satisfactory results that 
have como from their employment; nnd 
their numbers' will lie Increased la far ns 
possible, i It hns not proved possible, how- 
ever, to «ct them In anything like the num- 
l>crv needed for the work, nnd from pres- 
ent appearances wo shnll In the main have 
to rely, for the ordinary unskilled work, 

fartty upon colored Inlwrers from the West 
ndles, partly upon Chinese Intwr. It cer- 
tainly ougbt to bo unnecessnry to point out 
thnt the American wnrklngman In the 
United Stntes hns no concern whntever In 
tho question ns to whether the rough work 
on tlio lathmus, which It performed by 
aliens in any event, Is done by nlleni from 
one country with n black tktn or by aliens 
from another country with a yellow skin. 
Our business Is 'to dig the canal as em- 
clently nnd as quickly ns possible; proThled 
always that nothing It done thnt Is Inhu- 
mane to nny lalarers, and nothing that In- 
terferes with tho wages or or lowers tho 
standard* of llvlnc; of our own workmen. 
Having In view this principle. I have ar- 
ranged to try several thousand Chinese In- 
herent. This Is. desirable Iwtli because we 
must try to find out whnt ' lnborers nro most 
ctUcIent, nnd, furthermore, because we 
should not leave ourselves at tho mercy of 
nny* one typo of foreign Inbor. At present 
tho great bulk of the unskilled labor on the 
Isthmus Is done by West India negroes, 
chletly from Jamaica, Darlmdos, nnd the 
other English possessions. One of the gov- 
ernors of iho lamb In question has shown' 
an unfriendly disposition to our work, and 
hns thrown obstacles tn tho way of our 
getting the labor needed; nnd It Is highly 
undesirable to give any outsiders tho Im- 
pression, however lit founded, Unit they 
are Indispensable and can dlctato terms to 
us. 

The West Indln laborers aro fairly, hut 
only fairly, satisfactory. Some of tho men 
do very well Indeed; tho better class, who 
are to be found as foremen, ns skilled me- 
chanics, ns policemen, nre cood men,, and 
tnnuy of the ordinary dny tnborcr* nro also 
good, .nut thousands of those who nre 
brought over, under contract (at our ex- 
pense) go off Into the Jungle to live, or tonf 
around Colon, or work so badly after the 
first three or four dnys ns to cause a seri- 
ous diminution of the amount ot labor per- 
formed on Frldny nnd Snturdny of each 
week, I questioned many of these Jamaica 
laborers ns to the conditions ot their work 
and «''uit. If any changes, they wished. I 
received mnny complaints from them, but 
nt regards most of these complaints, they 
themselves contradicted one another. In 
all ciisea where the complaint was as tn 
their treatment by nny Individual It proved 
on examination that this Individual wits 
himself n West India man of color, cither 
n policeman, n storekeeper, or nn assistant 
stprekeeper. Doubtless there must' bo many 
complaints ngnlnst Americans; but those 
to wnom I spoke did not happen to make 
any sncli cnmplnlnt to me. There was no 
complaint of tho housing. I was struck by 
the superior comfort nnd respectability of 
tlio lives of the married men. U would, In 
my opinion, be a most admirable thing If it 
much larger numlwr of the men hnd their 
wives, for with their ml vent nil complaint* 
about tho food and cooking aro almost sure 
to cense. 

One of tho greatest needs at present Is 
to provldo amusements both for the white 
men and the black. Tho Young Men's 
Christian Association Is trying. to do good 
work and should l« In every way encour-. 
aged. Hut tbo government shnitld do the 
main work. . I have spec! Oca lly called the 
attention of tho commission to this mat tec, 
and something has been accomplished al- 
ready. Anything done: for tho welfare, of 
the men ndds to th'lr cfllclency nnd money 
devolcd to. that purpose Is therefore prop- 
erly to be considered nt spent In building 
the cnnal. It Is Imperatively necessary -to 
provide amnio recreation nnd amusement 
If the men are to bo kept well and healthy. 

Work «f Co it x true He, it, 

Tho work It now going on with a vigor 
anil efficiency pleasant to witness. The 
three big problems of the canal are the La 
Itoca dams, the On run dnm nntl the Cute-' 
bra cut. The Culcbra cut must lie made, 
anyhow; but of course changes at to the 
dams, or nt least an to tin- locks ndjnccnt 
to the dams, may still occur. Tlio lA'ttocu 
dams offer no particular problem, the bot- 
tom material being so good that thcro Is a 
practical certainty, not merely ns to what 
can be achieved, but a* to the time-' of 
ochleYemcnt. Tbe (latun .dam offer* the 
most serious problem .which we hnvo to 
solve J and yet; tho ablest men on tbe Isth- 
mus believe that. this problem Is certain or 
solution along tho lines proposed; although, 
of* course, It necessitates great toll, energy 
nnd Intelligence, and although equally, <>r 
course, there will be souio. little risk- In 
connection with tbo work. Tho risk nrlses 
from tho fnet thnt somo' of tlio material 
near tho bottom lanotsogootl as could lie 
desired. If tho hugo earth dam noiv con-' 
temp luted Is thrown across from ouo foot- 
hill to tho .other we will hnvo ivhat Is pracv 
tlcally a low, broad, mountain ridge behind 
which will rise the Inland lake. TliU arti- 
ficial mountain will probably show less siwp- 
nge, that Is, will have greater restraining 
capacity than the average natural mountain 
range. The exact -locality, of tliu locks at 
ibis darn— as at tho other dams— Is now, 
being determined. In April next Secretary 
Toft, with three ot the ablest engineers of 
tho country— Messrs. Noble, Stcnrhn and 
iUploy— will vltlt tho Isthmus, and the thre,o 
c tig I oeers will make tbo Una I and conclusive 
es a tn In nt Ions ns to tho exact site for each 
lock. Meanwhile tbo work |s going nsusd 
without a break. F 

Tho Culebra cut docs not otTor such great 
risks ; that Is. the damage liable to occur, 
from occasional land slips, will not rcpre. 
'sent what may bo called majbr disasters. 
The work will- merely call: for intelligence, 
perseverance nnd executive capacity. If Is, 
however, tho work upon which most labor 
will' have to' le spent, Tho dams will be 
composed of the earth, taken out of the Cut 
and very possibly tbo building of the locks 
and dams will taken oven longer than tho.' 
cutting In Culcbra- Itself. * ; 

Tho main work Is now being dono In the 
Culebra cut. It was atrlklng and Imprcs- 
slva to see tho huge steam shovels In. full 
play, the dumping trains carrying away the 
rock and enrthtney dislodged.- The imple- 
ments ot French • excavating machinery, 
which often stand a little way from tho Urn 



of work, though of excellent construction, 
look Ilka Iho veriest toys when compared 
with these new steam shovels, Just as tlio 
l-Yi'iidi dumping cars seem Ilka toy cars 
when compared with the tuna trains at 
l ni;; 'i cars, dumped by stcttut plows, which 
are now In use. This represents the enor- 
mous advance that has been made In ma- 
chinery during the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. No doubt u quarter of a century 
hcttce this new machinery, of which we nro 
now so proud, will similarly seem out of 
date, but It is rertnlnly serving Its pur- 
pit.M* well now. Tlio old French can had 
to be entirely discarded. We still have In 
use a- few of the more modern, but not 
most modern, enrs, which hold hut twelvo 
yards of earth, They can lie euiployed on 
certain < lines with sharp curves. Dtit tho 
recent enr* hold from twenty-Uvo to thirty 
yards apiece, and Instead of tho old clumsy 
methods of unloading them, a ttesm plow 
Is drawn from end to end of tho whole ves- 
llbiiled train, thus immensely oconoriilxlng 
Istior. In Iho rainy season tho steam shov- 
els cnn do hut til tic In dirt, but they work 
steadily In rock and In the harder ground. 
There were some twenty-Uvo at work dur- 
ing the time 1 was on the Isthmus, and 
their tremendous power and efficiency were 
most Impressive, 

, The most advanced methods, not only In 
construction, but In rnllrond management, 
hnvo been applied In the Zone, with corre- 
sponding economics In lime nnd cost, This 
has been shown In tbo handling of the 
tonnage from Ships Into cars, and from 
cars Into ships on- tho l'nnama railroad. 

Scored 4 |n> CrltlCH. 

It Is not only natural, but Inevitable, 
that n work ns gigantic ns this which has 
been undertaken on tho Isthmus should 
arouse every species of hostility and criti- 
cism. Tho conditions nro so new and so 
t tying, nnd tho work so vast, that It would 
Ik? absolutely out of the question thnt mis- 
takes should not be mnde. Checks will oc- 
cur. Unforeseen dimctiltli-s will nrlse. 
From time to time seemingly well •settled 
plans will have to be changed. At present 
'JTi.iW) men nre etignged on tho task. After 
a while the n limber will be doubled. In 
such a multitude It Is Inevitable Ibat there 
should bo here nnd there n scoundrel. Utj 
mnny nf the poorer clnss of laborers lack 
the mental development to protect them- 
selves ngnlnst either Hie rascality of other* 
nr their own folly, and It Is not possible 
for human wisdom tn devise a plan by 
which they can invariably be protected. In 
a place which has been for nges a byword 
for unhcalthfulncH*, nnd with so largo a 
congregnllon or strangers suddenly put 
down nnd set to hard work there .will now 
and then ltd outbreaks of dlscaso. There 
will now nnd then lie shortcomings In ad- 
ministration; there will be nnlookcd-ror ac- 
cidents to delny the excavation ot the cut 
or tbe building of the dum* nnd lock*. 
Kach such Incident will bo entirely natural, 
nnd, even though serious, no ono ot them 
will mean mora than a little extra delay 
nr trouble, l'et each, when discovered by 
sensation monger* and retailed to timid 
folk or little faith, wilt servo as nn excuse 
for the belief thnt tho whole work Is being 
badly managed. Experiments will continu- 
ally be tried In bona Inc. In hygiene, In 
street repairing. In dredging, and In dlji- 
gln[* earth nnd rock. Now and then an 
experiment will be n failure; and among 
those who hear of It, a certain proportion 
of doubting Thomases will nt onco believe 
Hint tho whole work Is' n failure. Doubt- 
less hero and there soma minor rascality 
will bo uncovered ; but as to this, 1 hnvo 
to say thnt after the most painstaking In- 
quiry I hnve .been unnble to Ond a single 
reputable person who hnd so much as heard 
of nny serious accusations affecting the 
honesty of tho commission or of nny re- 
sponsible ofllcer under It. I Investigated 
the most serious charge, thnt of tho owner- 
ship of lot* In Colon ; the charge was not 
advanced by a rcptunble mnn, nnd is utter- 
ly baseless. It Is not too much to say that 
the wholo atmosphere of the commission 
breathes honesty ns It breathes cfllclency 
and energy. . Abovo all, the work has been 
kept absolutely clear* of iiolltlct, I have 
never heard oven n suggestion of spells poli- 
tic* In connection with It. 

So muclt for honest criticism. There re- 
mnlns nn ^Immense amount of an reckless 
slander ns has ever been published. Where 
the slanderers are of foreign origin I have 
no concern with them. Where they nro 
Americans, I feci for them "the heartiest 
contempt and I mil cnn t Ion ; because, . In a 
spirit of wnnton dishonesty nnd malice, 
they are try lug to Interfere with, and bam 
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Lime nml l'lnnt FimhI«, 
Llini: cntcra Into the composition of 
oil plants, hut Its value Uci-ctidn more 
upon Its tendency" to baatcn' chemical 
action In the' soil rather tban upon Ita 
use as food for plants, ami whether the 
will la light or heavy, sterile or fertile, 
there la some change Introduced by 
lime when applied to the land. Its ten- 
dency Is to work downwnrd, for which 
reason It la ndviiutngeuus to apply a 
small quantity cnclt year nftcr the Ilrst 
application, befjtuiilug with twenty 
bushels per acre ' on light soils and 
thirty bushels on heavy Innd; but even 
ten bushels will show some results, ua 
lime fltB the soil for tbe presence of 
inlcro-crgnnlsms which perform an im- 
■jortnnt function wliun providing plant 
food, nn alkaline condition of tbe soil 
being sometimes nocessary, esiieclully 
for clover. As carbonic acid Is largely 
generated by tho decomposition of veg- 
etable matter In tbo soil, the applica- 
tion of lime creates many changes, 
chemically, In which other mineral and 
organic substances are broken up In 
their combinations, rendering soluble 
many Inert materials that could not be 
employed as plant food, hut which ex- 
ist In tho'soil abundantly. While lime 
Is not, therefore, a necessary adjunct 
to the soil with other fertilizers, and 
gives but little bencflt to the crop It- 
self, yet Its Indirect action unlocks 
stores of materials, and supplies the 
crops with nvalluble fertilizers. The 
action of lime In the soil is nearly al- 
ways beneQclnl, nnd fanners who hnve 
used lime seldom discard it It gives 
tbe best results on soils that contain 
inrgo proportions of vegetable matter, 
nnd It releases stores of plant foods fur 
tbo use of crops. 

Farmer* and I'uitltrr Fancier*. 

The farmer hns a renl grievance 
against tho poultry fancier, In that he 
hns done all of bis crossing and In- 
breeding of fathers, daughters, uncles 
aud aunts without any regard to prac- 
tical utility, says Farming. Whether 
tbo bens from which he has been breed- 
i Ing were producing sixty egg* a year 
I or 200 made no difference. Ills whole 
aim has been to breed out a foul High! 



which does not dissolve In wnter U 
nevertheless easily taken np by plants. 
The lime In nBlics Is also of value, 
more so than generally supposed, when 
used on land Inclined to be sour. 

Kcf-iliicr 41i<- Cider Sweet. 

The keeping of fclder as uweet as pos- 
sible represents another lmportnnt tnslc 
In connection with this product Sassa- 
fras bark, or ground clnnnmon» nro 
among tbe preservatives most used Id 
rural homes, In cities the taste Is oft- 
en spoiled by too much preservatives. 
Left to Itself, sweet elder soon becomea 
hard. Hard cider Is Intoxicating, and, 
on account of the dUIieulty In determin- 
ing just when nlcobol begins to enter 
Into sweet elder many temperance peo- 
ple nre Inclined to put the ban on all 
elder. 

Vinegar Is obtained by placing bar- 
rels of elder In tbo suu or In a warm 
cellar, The bungholes or tbe barrels 
ore always left open. Mother of vine- 
gar l-i put Into each barrel In small 
quant I ties, nnd helps In the transforma- 
tion of cider to vinegar. A very largo 
per cent of the cider thnt comes from 
the presont-dny cider mill Is eventually 
turned into vinegar. 

It Is a fact not nppreclnted by every 
one that the quality of elder, and tho 
ether products of the cider as well, Is 
dependent' upon the kind of apples that 
tire used. Those people who Insist on 
twlng the scrubs of the orchard for 
elder cannot expect the best results, 
lu some states apples are grown espe- 
cially for cider. A ripe apple nnd ono 
thnt Is particularly full of juice will 
make better elder,' better Jelly and bet* 
tcr npplo butter than ones that do not 
possess these qualities. Among the 
common varieties of apples tho Bald* 
win Is much desired for tbe cider mllL

After most careful consideration wo hnve 
decided, to let out most of the work by 
contract. If we can come to satisfactory 
term* with the contractors. The lvjiole 
work Is of a kind nulled to the peculiar 
genius of, our people.; and our people have 
developed tho typo of contractor best tilted 
to grapple with It. It Is of course much 
butter, to do the work In large part by con- 
tract than to do It nil by the government, ' 
provided It Is possible on tbe one bund to 
sccuro to tho contractor a sutflcleut remun- 
eration to make It worth while for respon- 
sible contractors of the liest kind to under- 
take the work; and provided on Hie other 
band it cnn be dono'un terms which will, 
not glvo tin excessive profit lo the contract, 
or ut tho expense of the government. After 
mrich coutl deration the plan already prom- 
ulKUtcd by tho Secretary of War was 
adopted.

Keep tbe Ifcn* nt Work. 

To prevent disease keep tbo hens nt 
work by making them Rcrntch for their 
grain food. Overfeeding Is the cause 
of bowel dlscnscs in the summer, or, 
rather, too much concentrated food Is 
given, nnd not enough of that which Is 
bulky. If the quarters are kept clcnn 
there Is little danger of contagious dis- 
ease unless an addition Is mnde to the 
llock by bringing a bird from some 
other farm. When "new blood" Is 
'wanted procure a sitting of egsrs of tbe 
breed desired, iih It Is very Important 
thnt when the coops nro clean, aud tho 
fowls free from disease, no fowls from 
other places be introduced, as n Hock 
may tliun bo stocked with 11 co or In- 
fected with dlscoFe. 

Value of Sheep as lilimiier*.

Storer publication as willfully fiduo nnd 
misleading. Back of the whole matter lies 
the story of n woman's ambition. This 
story is well known in political circles nnd 
had nlready caused the President much 
annoynnco. The only wonder has been 
thnt tbo reason for Mr. Slorer's removal 
remained so long a public mystery and thnt 
it was not sooner given to the press. Mrs. 
Storer has for a long time hnd an ambition 
to shine in tbo social and diplomatic spec- 
trum. The post which Mr. Storer originally 
occupied in Madrid was not eshaltod 
enough to suit her taste. At bar request 
Mr. Storer was transferred to Rome, nnd. 
while there, ncling upon tbo theory that It 
would further her own aspirations, Mrs. 
Storer induced her husband to apply to tho 
Pope for tho elevation of Arch Bishop Ire* 
land to a Cnrdinalato in America. In bo 
doing ho usedHhe President's nnrae In pre- 
ferring tho request. This was the point 
upon which Mr. Roosevelt originally pro- 
tested. He said that while ho had the 
greatest admiration for Archbishop Ireland, 
he could not as President of the United 
States allow his nnme to bo used in making 
such a request. The request waB made 
nevertheless, nnd after n considerable 
period of correspondence. Ambassador 
Storer left his post in Vienna, where ho 
had subsequently been transferred, nnd 
went to Efrypt, declining to answer nny of 
the President's letters and taking no notice 
of official communications from the Stale 
Department. Following a. long term of 
Absence from his post, he was summarily 
removed, The Storers came back to this 
country and the Ex-Ambassador has just 
given out a portion of the correspondence 
between himself and the President, which 
the President bluntly ckarnctarizes ns false 
and misleading m many essential particu- 
lars. Tbo whole incident is unfortunate nnd 
puts Mr. Roosovelt in tho position of being 
forced to reply to un accusal inn which he 
would much rather have left unanswered. 
It sIiowb at the Bume time the danger of an 
American woman mixing in political 
a flairs, nnd is not apt to help Mr. Storer in 
the cnmpnifrn for reinstatement in public 
esteem which he had mapped out for him- 
self.

Of all the unfortunate political personal 
mixups that have occurred recently, the 
Roosevelt-Storer incident is the limit. The 
situation is briefly this: Bellamy Storer, re- 
cently Embassador to Vienna, was removed 
by President Roosevelt last August and has 
printed and circulated among the members 
of the Cabinet and the members of tho for- 
eign relations committee of the House and 
Senate, pamphlet purporting to give cor- 
respondence exchanged between him and 
Mrs Storer and President Roosevelt, lead- 
ing up to Mr, Storer 's dismissal from tho 
diplomatic service. It is not considered 
good form to give out private correspond- 
ence without permission of the person to 
whom it is directed, still less is it custom- 
ary to thus drag the President of the 
United States into a public controversy. 
Mr. Storer did both of these things and 
forced President Roosevelt to issue from 
the White House a statement branding tho

It 
mny be seen outside 
the traditional man- 
gers Iu the missals 
and early paintings 
of tho preraphnellto 
Italian school. In 
the tree' or near It 
are seen nngels In 
flowing robes sing* 
Ing out of a- scroll 
of illuminated paper 
the "Peace on Knrth 
and Good Will To- 
ward Men" • or 
"Glory, Glory, Hal- 

lelnlnh I" 

The correct Germnn Christmas tree al- 
ways hns an nngel or n Christ kind on 
tho topmost branch, with n tinsel star 
at the end of a staff, liko a pantomlmo 
fairy, and If the tree belongs to a very 
orthodox fnmlly there Is usually at its 
foot a small toy group representing tho 
Saviour's birth In the stable at Ilcthle- 
hem. 

■ 

The lights on tho tree nre said to be 
of Jewish origin. In the ninth month of 
the Jewish year, corresponding nearly to 
our December, and on the twenty-fifth 
dny, the Jews celebrated the feast of ded- 
ication of their temple. It had been dese- 
crated on that day by Antiochus.- It was 
dedicated by Judns Maccabeus, nnd then, 
according to the Jewish legend, sufficient 
oil was found in the temple to last for tho 
seven branched candlestick for seven 
days, nnd It would have taken seven days 
to prepare now oil. Accordingly the Jews 
were wont on the ffiith of Kislcu In every 
house to light a candle, on the next day 
two, and so on till: on the seventh and 
last day of the feast seven caudles twin- 
kled in ovcry, ho use. 

it Is not ensy to fix the exact date of 
the Nativity, but It fell most probably on 
tho hist day of Khlcn, when every Jewish 
house in Bethlehem nnd Jerusalem was 
twinkling with lights. It is worthy of 
notice that tho Germnn name for Christ- 
mas Is Pelhnacht (the night of dedica- 
tion), ns though it were associated with 
thin feast. The Greeks nlso en 1 1 Chrlst- 
mns tho feast of lights, nnd. Indeed, this 
was also tho name given to the dedication 
festival, Chnntikn, by tho Jews.— New 
YorkMall and Express.
